We  attended  our  first  formal  on  April  11  when  the  seniors  were  our  guests  at  the 
Junior-Senior  Banquet  in  the  ballroom  of  the  O’Henry  Hotel. 

We  have  now  reached  our  most  coveted  goal.  As  high  school  seniors,  we  number  eighty.
